ALBANY, Jan. 27.—Soustor McCarthy's 


committee- hold a mooting this morning,

Board of Aldermen. It reduces the Park 
Board, 
the

Department 
and 


tbe Dock Department to one Commissioner 
each, the Police Board to two, the Board of 
Charities and Correction to two nnd the 
Health Board to two, one of which shall bo 
the health officer of the pott of New York. 
It abolishes nil tho bureaus in the depart- 
ments so as to legislate out the present 
incumbents and creates new divisions to ba 
filled by the now administration. Tho bill 
has eighty-two sections and is sweeping in 
its provisions. 
Much of it is devoted to 


plans for retrenchment. 


Some of the Republicans state that they 


favor this scheme for the reason that they 
have an understanding that Mr. Kelly is to 
holp them elect n Republican Mayor, and 
thus give their party tha pntrounge. The 
friends of Governor Cornell havo, appar- 
ently at leaat, joined bauds with the anti- 
Coukling Republicans iu favor of this pro- 
posed legislation.
